January 
farmers 
holding 


$6,000,000 of the stock had an in- 
dignation meeting at which it was 
asserted that stock had been sold 
to farmers at an inflated price. 


The whole matter was later placed 


in the hands of the department of 
justice. 
A'Civil'-stilt also'was-'hi- 


stituted. 
Much of the stock is said 


to have been sold through use of 
the malls but the resignations sched- 
uled for today may relieve the de- 
partment of ^ further responsibility.

TO SHOOT 


UPOHJRT 


Youth of 18 Sends Judge, 


lawyers and Spec- 
tators Under Cover 


OVERPOWERED BY CLERK 


And Choked Into Insensibil- 


ity—Youth Had Been 


Reading Cheap 


Novels. 


Washington, 
June 
24.—Judge, 


lawyers, policemen and spectators 
were sent scurrying to cover in the 
Criminal court here 
last 
evening 


when Ray M. Stewart, aged 18, fired 
three wild shots in an attempt to 
shoot up the court. 
At 
the 
first 


crack Justice Wendall 
P. 
Stafford 


disappeared beneath his desk, 
and 


out in the courtroom there, was a 
wild scramble for places of safety. 
Some sought refuge under tables or 
behind 
heavy 
chairs and others, 


frenzied by fear, leaped out windows 
and dropped to the ground, some 15 
or 20 feet below. 


He was in the attitude of turning 


toward the judge as if to shoot when 
a witness sprang 
upon 
him 
and 


choked him into insensibility. 


In the confusion 
that 
followed 


many thought that Justice Stafford 
had been1 struck by a bullet, but the 
judge emerged from his haven with- 
out a scratch. 


Stewart had been 
convicted 
re- 


cently of holding up a negro in a 
Washington suburb last December. 


The judge had barely uttered the 


last work in passing sentence when 
the prisoner brought out his pistol 
and began to shoot. The first shot 


S ajjped -in1 the direction of the 


prosecutors and just missed 
Haw- 


ken, 
who forthwith ducked under the 


table. 
The bullet lodged in 
the 


casement of a window behind him. 
The next shot went toward the jury 
box and passed dangerously near De- 
tective Sergeant Grant's head. 
It 


struck the wall near the window and 
rebounded, falling near Justice Staf- 
ford's bench. 
The third shot struck 


the ceiling. 


As the youth wheeled and faced 


the bench, Kdwin Elaine, a clerk in 
the department of agriculture, who 
had been a witness for the state, 
seized the boy by the throat and 
carried him to the floor. 
By this 


time the courtroom had been nearly 
cleared of officials and spectators. 


Stewart lay unconscious for sev- 


eral minutes after having been dis- 
armed. 
Later he was removed to 


the cell room beneath the courtroom, 
where he refused even to admit that 
he did the shooting. 


Counsel for Stewart said tho youth 


was unbalanced as the 
result 
of 


reading cheap literature. 
The hold- 


up for which the boy was about to 
be sentenced had many features of 
the dime novel variety, it was said, 
and added to it was an attempt to 
imitate the Allen's murderous at- 
tack on the Hilllsville, Va , court. 


The boy is in jail awaiting trial 


on the charge of shooting with in- 
tent to kill.

wine, oil, lights, 
Bible, square and 


compass. Members of the clergy and 
officers of the Grand Lodge followed. 


On arrival at the temple, lines were 


opened and as the marchers bared 
their heads, the Grand Lodge officers 
marched through and 
mounted the 


temporary platform 
that 
had been 


erected. Here, 
forming

hollow 


square, during rendition of a selection 
by the band, the officers prepared to 
take part m the formal ceremony. 


The only officer of the grand lodge 


to participate in the ceremony was 
Frank H. Marquis of Mansfield grand 
master of the occasion. 
He arrived 


early in the day and was entertained 
informally, with his headquarters at 
the Masonic club.

Washington.—The broadest investi- 


gation yet undertaken by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, designed ultimate- 
ly to solve some of the great problems 
of farm life, is being planned for the 
rural organisation service, which has 
Ju«t been established by Secretary 
Houston. The secretary and Dr. T. N. 
Camr of Harvard, who is at the bead 
of the new work, are confident of 
•plendld results. 


The rural organization service will 


•Work In closest co-operation with the 
newly created division of markets, 
which will devote its energies primar- 
ily to problems connected with the 
marketing of farm products at a profit. 
In many instances It is not the lack of 
* market that prevents the farmer 
from turning over a profit, but inabil- 
ity to utilize the means for reaching 
the market 


Secretary Houston, Dr. Carver and 


utodenta of farm economics in general 
long have felt that the weakness of ag- 
riculture was disorganization. This 
disorganization is the natural and of- 
ten neceeeary result of the vast num- 
ber of farm units, each one a separate 
bunlnees enterprise. Also It is the re- 
Bult of the isolation of farm life and 
the fact that the farmer has learned 
to co-operate with nature better than 
with men. 


The rural organization service will 


be financed by the general education 


latlng and spreading information which 
neither individual farmers nor groups 
of farmers possess. 


"It is not only necessary that the 


former's income should be Increased, 
but that country life should be made 
sufficiently attractive to Induce 
the 


farmer to remain in the country even 
when he has a large Income. 
In the 


past it wag generally true that the 
more prosperous agriculture was the 
faster Carmen have moved to town. 


"This problem is in some respects 


more difficult than the purely economic 
problems of marketing and credit. 
There must be some effective organiza- 
tion of rural Interests to support an 
educational system In our rural schools 
at leant equal to those found In the 
city schools 
There roust be organiza- 


tion for rural sanitation, which will 
make country life so much more whole- 
tome than city life that people will 
te.ek the country rather than the, city 
|>r these reasons."

John D. Rockefeller. While backed by 
practically unlimited funds, however, 
the work will not be done on an ex- 
travagant scale. The general educa- 
tion board ao far has appropriated 
only enough money to make a begin- 
ning and to effect an organization of 
thoroughly competent men. 


The southern education board, a 


branch of the general board, for sev- 
eral years past has been co-operating 
with the department in its farmers' 
co-operative demonstration work la 
the southern states 
This work has 


met with phenomenal success and has 
solved many farm problems for the 
south. 


Effective organization in marketing 


crops will ultimately bring the fartoei 
a much larger return for his work and 
also reduce the cost of living to the 
consumer by removing the middleman 
wherever practicable. 


"The farmer Is quite capable of tak 


Ing care of himself If he con be put In 
possession of the necessary inforraa 
tlon," says Dr. Carver. "Generally 
speaking, the farmer must do his own 
organizing and not depend either upon 
financial agencies or upon govern- 
mental agencies for the doing of the 
actual work.

St. Louis.—Bobby, a canary bird be- 


longing to Mrs. William M. Walker, 
wife of the manager of the Planters 
hotel, chirped Inquiringly as-he stood 
on one leg on his perch in his mistress 
room at the hostelry. The bird had 
often balanced himself on one leg be- 
fore because It pleased him to do so, 
but on this occasion he was compelled 
to. The other leg had been amputated 
by a surgical operation.

Philadelphia since communities have 
been making concerted efforts to wipe 
out the causes of infant mortality. 


Here is one of the opening para- 


graphs: 


"The efforts of city health officials 


have resulted In the last ten years in 
reducing the general death rate in clt- 
iea below that of the rural districts 
and villages. 
Babies die of diseases 


which to a large extent are prevent- 
able, and when welfare work Is di- 
rected toward saving their lives the 
response Is Immediate and decided. In 
certain large cities, such as New York 
and Philadelphia, the result of sys- 
tematic baby saving campaigns has 
been shown in a reduction of between 
30 and 40 per cent in the deaths of 
ehlldien under two years In the wards 
where the work was concentrated." 


The bulletin complains of shortage of 


funds, and it commends the motto of 
the New York health 
department, 


"Public health is purchasable; within 
natural limitations a community can 
determine Its own death rate." 


Here are some of the principles laid 


down for raising babies: 


The baby nursed by Its mother has 


approximately ten times the chances to 
live that a bottle fed baby has. 


Clean milk Is fundamentally neces- 


sary. Cities should not tolerate the sale 
of "dipped" or "loose" milk. The bul- 
letin continues: 


"The Ideal Is, nothing short of clean 


milk for everybody. But the need for 
the prompt remedy of bad milk condi- 
tions Is more urgent In Its relations to 
the welfare of babies than to that of 
adults, since dirty milk is largely re- 
sponsible for the occurrence of diar- 
rhea and enteritis, the- most frequent 
causes of death among infants. The 
rernedj lien In the Intelligent and ef 
feetlve Inspection of farms, the means 
of transportation and the shops where 
milk Is sold." 


The bulletin advocates the establish- 


ment of municipal milk stations such 
as are now maintained In some cities 


"The milk station," It says, "is sim- 


ply n room sufficiently large to accom- 
modate the patrons nnd equipped with 
a large lee hot, a desk, some chairs 
and a table. An ordinary store Is suit- 
able for a station, and sometimes a 
schoolroom may be used for the pur 
pose 
The station is usually under 


charge of a nurfie, nnd a physician Is 
In attendance nt stated hours 


"More attention should be given to 


the prenatal enre of mothers Munlcl 
polities are lust beginning to awaken 
to the Importance of this sort of work 
and to understand that much of the 
waste of infant life is due to causes 
that were operative before the baby 
was born Some cities hnre n special 
mnternitv nurse, who gives all her 
time to these casos, other cities direct 
the general nurses to take charge of 
them."

ON PETRIFIED TREE 


It May Be Prehistoric Men 


Made and Used Tool. 


Great Falls, Mont.—Going to prove 


that men inhabited this part of the 
world in prehistoric times and even 
then used axes and showed Judgment 
in felling trees, Solomon Abbott of 
Shelby, north of this city, has devel- 
oped startling evidence in this section. 


Not far from the Sullivan ranch and 


near the Junction of Cut Bank creek 
and Two Medicine creek there is a 
butte, probably 450 or 500 feet above 
the surrounding country and about 
seven miles in circumference. 
It has 


cut banks so steep at every point that 
they are impassable for cattle and 
horses nnd at but one point is a fence 
needed to keep the animals on top of 
the butte. 


The butte is absolutely devoid of 


timber, but at one time on the summit 
there grew a fine straight pine tree 
two feet in diameter and not short of 


80 to 100 feet high. This is proved by j 
the fact tbnt the tree now lies full 
length on the ground, cut into two toot 
lengths, the ax marks discernible la 
every cut of the wood, which is now 
petrified. 


To fell the tree uphill, as was done, 


it had to be chopped on the side to- 
ward which It was to fall almost en- 
tirely, and the petrified stump shows 
that this was done. Every one of the 
cuts, which hint of commercial pur- 
poses for the wood, gives indisputable 
evidence of the woodman's ax. 


Abbott Is a pioneer and If believed 


to have been the first white man t>« 
have climbed to the top of the butte. 
He found the petrified tree just as it is 
today, and the wonder Is in what age 
was the tree cut and what sort of peo- 
ple did it and with what sort of an ax.

Re- 
cently Mr. Richards died, and the let- 
ter, sealed and stamped, was found 
nmong some old papers.

SERVED IN MAINE 


One May Garry Whisky or 


Bear In Vest Pocket. 


Bangor. Me.—A Maine sheriff mlgbt 


find a barrel of beer or even a jug of 
whisky, but he can't find a beer lozenge 
or a cocktail tablet, and over that glad 
fact the thirsty of this state are rejoic- 
ing now. 


For the tabloid booze drummer has 


come to Maine and is doing a rushing 
business in condensed drinks of all 
kinds, from plain -whisky to cocktails 
and from beer to gin fizzes. The drum- 
mer carries a considerable stock of the 
tablets with him for immediate de 
mands and arranges for further and 
unlimited supplies by mail. 
Many 


bars in Bangor, Lewiston and Portland 
are selling tabloid drinks, while a 
great many men who just must have 
their whisky or beer when they want 
it have obtained their own supplies 
and make their liquor at home while 
they wait, and the wait Is not long, 


Nobody here knows iiuy-tliing uboul 
the constituent elements of the tablets, 
but nobody cnres no long as they pro- 
duce' something that looks and tasted 
like liquor. 


The tablets come In little paper 


boxes or glass bottles of a doren each, 
aivd the price varies. A small phial of 
one kind of tablets, costing 13 cents, 
dissolved in a gallon of water, with 
other ingredients costing 00 cents, 
makes a gallon of whnt passes for 
whisky—total cost. 63 cents. 
It la not 


whisky that would appeal to a con- 
noisseur, for it burns and bites *ll th« 
way down, but la as near to whisky as 
a good many people are able to get In 
some parts of Maine, and it "goes."
